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USED UP BANK GASH 
BEFORE HIS SUICIDE 


Directors Found Only $9,000 of 
$400,000 Deposits After Presi- 
dent Magee Killed Himself. 


HELP PROMISED DIDN'T COME 


Magee Lent Thousands of Bank’s 
Money to a Bridge Company He Held 
Stock In— Manasquan Hard Hit.

MANASQUAN, N. J., May 5.—The rea- 
sons which led Morgan Delancey Magee, 
President of the First National Bank of 
this place, to commit suicide last Friday 
at the end of a lonely pierhead came out 
to-day while the residents of this little 
town were paying their tribute to the 
memory of the dead banker at his funeral. 
Fear of meeting financial ruin, which 
seemed to stare him in the face, is be- 
lieved by leading men of the town to 
have led Mr. Magee to shoot himself. 
This belief is also reluctantly voiced by 
those intimate with the bank’s affairs. 

Mr. Magee had lent large sums of 
money to a bridge company in which he 
was a stockholder. The extent of the 
loans was unknown to the Directors until 
recently, too late to call them back or 
to compel the borrowers to give security 
for the money loaned. Paper was also 
{indorsed by Mr. Magee amounting to 
many thousands of dollars, and on this 
he was unable to réalize. 

The available cash of the bank under 
Magee’s manipulations and lendings had 
dwindled until less than $9,000 of the 
total deposits of $400,000 were in the 
hands of the Treasurer on Friday morn- 
ing, when Magee’s body was found lying 
on the pierhead by his son Roger. The 
Directors, therefore, hgd no other alterna- 
tive save to close the bank. The bank 
President had expected relief until Thurs- 
day night of last week. He had received 
ea promise of $40,000 cash from Frank M. 
Wyant, President of the New Jersey & 
West Virginia Bridge Company, but the 
money was not forthcoming, nor could 
Mr. Magee obtain any satisfactory prom- 
ise of payment in the near future. The 
case was hopeless, and he killed him- 
self. 

Banker Was Fully Trusted. 


The President of the First National was 
looked upon here as a proud man—proud 
of his bank and of his unsmirched record 
for honest dealings. Proud, too, of his 
‘family and his home, the latter the finest 
in Manasquan. For only three years he 
had been at the head of the First Na- 
tional and his ambition was to make the 
institution the strongest in all the coun- 
tryside. For a while under his adminis- 
tration -the~bank-—did well, many wealthy 
men of other towns depositing their money 
in the care of Mr. Magee, so great was 
their trust in his business ability and in- 
tegrity. The capital of the bank was 
only $50,000 and the stock sold above par 


when Mr. Magee took the helm. Although | 


his salary was not large, his friends no- 
liced that the President was gradually 
absorbing all the First National stcck he 
could obtain. He wished to ultimately 
own the bank. His administration of the 
First National Bank was practically a 
one-man management, as the Directors 
left the real management to him. 

All might have been well if Mr. Magee 
had confined his attention to the bank, 
but he became interested in the old New 
Jersey Bridge Company, a concern in 
which F. M, Peet was at one time largely 
interested. A large block of stock came 
into the possession of Mr, Magee. About 
three years ago the New Jersey Bridge 
Company consolidated with the West Vir- 
ginia Bridge Company, with Frank M. 
Wyant of Spring Lake, a near-by town, 
President and General Manager. 

The company was capitalized at $500,- 
000, with a paid-in capital of $200,000 or 
more. It was about this time that the 
President of the First National was elect- 
ed Treasurer of the consolidated bridge 
concern. The Board of Directors of the 
First National, upon learning of this, told 
Mr Magee that he would have to resign, 
as it did not look well for a bank Presi- 
dent to be holding office in another cor- 
poration. Mr. Magee resigned, but re- 
tained his stock in the bridge company. 

Directors of the First National say that 
they sanctioned a number of small loans 
to the New Jersey West Virginia Bridge 
Company, but had no idea that the com- 
pany was indebted to the bank for any 
such amount as it now appears. It is-un- 
derstood here that the indebtedness of 
the bridge company to the bank and to 
Mr. Magee approximates $100,000. Most of 
this went to finance the construction of a 
bridge in Portland, Me., a two years’ con- 
tract which is just about completed. A 
payment of $90,000 is due the bridge com- 
pany by those for whom the Portland 
bridge was built. But there. has been 
trouble in the collection. This might not 
have proved Mr, Magee’s undoing had not 
he recently indorsed a great deal of paper 
which is either now due or coming due in 
a few days. Paper on which the bridge 
company realized is also said to have been 
indorsed by Magee. Already he had bor- 
rowed from the bank as much as the Fed- 
eral banking laws allowed, and the cash 
on hand had dwindled to a comparatively 
insignificant sum. Most of the bank in- 
vestments were nearly all loaned on short 
time notes, usually thirty or sixty days. 
There were a few investments of such a 
nature that could not be realized on, and 
while this condition of things existed a 
National Examiner appeared at the First 
National and went over the affairs of the 
bank. This was about a month ago, and 
it is known that Magee rédoubled his ef- 
forts to get money from the bridge com- 
pany. Mr. Magee’s most intimate friends 
noticed that he appeared greatly worried. 


Whole Town at the Funeral, 


Magee’s funeral took place to-day, and 
the people of this town turned out to pay 
their respect,to the memory of the man 
to whom they had intrusted their say- 
ings. <All business was suspended in 
Manasquan between the hours of 11 A. M. 
and 2:30 P. M., and at the station the 
merchants and other townsfolk crowded 
close to the platform and bared their 
heads while the coffin containing the 
late bank President's body was being lift- 
ed from the hearse into a special car, 
which carried it to Matawan for inter- 
ment in the old Magee burial lot, where 
lie the hank President’s father and 
mother. 

Funeral service was held in the home 
of Mr. Magee, and was conducted by the

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CONFER ON CURRENCY BILL. 


Republicans Hold Conference, but Fail 


to Reach Any Conclusion.

WASHINGTON, May 5.—The Republi- 
can conference on currency legislation 
failed to come to an agreement to-night. 
After a session of three hours of spirited 
debate on a series of resolutions the cone 
ference adjourned until to-morrow night, 
when the general debate on the Vreeland 
measure will be resumed. 

A resolution by Mr. Prince of the Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee, who has 
been bitterly opposed to the Vreeland 
measure, providing that the conference 
should not bind anybody on the floor of 
the House, was adopted. A resolution 
was offered by Mr. Bennet of New York 
approving the “underlying principle ot 
the Vreeland bill.” 

Representatives Vreeland, Burton, 
Weeks, and Speaker Cannon spoke for it. 
Those opposing it were Representatives 
Fowler, Hill, Waldo, Hayes, and Camp- 
bell, 

In a speech delivered with excited 
gestures and great emphasis Speaker 
Cannon declared that the opponents of 
currency legislation had scented many 
“bogies "" in the pending proposition that 
experience would prove unfounded. At 
any rate, he said, the bill was safe, and 
it was necessary that something be done, 

Mr. Vreeland in his speech, while ar- 
guing somewhat for the merits of the 
bill, also laid much stress on political 
exigencies.

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BODIES OF FIVE SLAIN 
UNEARTHED IN YARD 


Mysterious Indiana Farmhouse 
Murders Recall Famous Ben- 
der and Holmes Cases. 


WIDOW’S SUITORS VICTIMS 


Her Alleged Partner in Crimes Now 
Charged with Killing Her and Three 
Children—This Leads to Discoveries.

LA PORTE, Ind., May 6.—Acting under 
the direction of John Heldgren of Aber- 
deen, S. D., who came here in search of 
his brother, Andrew, the Sheriff of this 
county to-day dug up the dismembered 
body of the missing man in the yard of 
Mrs. Belle Gunness, whose home, six 
miles from here, was mysteriously burned 
one week ago, she and her three children 
perishing in the flames. 

Pursuing the search the Sheriff dug up 
the body of a young woman a few feet 
distant from the place where the body of 
Andrew Heldgren had been buried. The 
young woman ig supposed to be Jennie 
Olsen, a girl of 16, who was living with 


Mrs. Gunness, and who disappeared in| bookmakers went free. Eckerson is a son | 


September, 1906. Mrs. Gunness account- 
ed for the girl’s absence by saying she 
had gone to Los Angeles, Cal., to attend 
school. 

Later in the day the horror of the two 
discoveries was increased when three 
more bodies were found buried in the 
yard, one of them being that of a woman 
and the other two being male adults. 
The search for bodies is to be continued, 
and twenty men will resume digging the 
Gunness yard to-morrow morning. The 
finding of five murdered persons within 
a few feet of each other has created the 


most intense excitement, and proves con- | 


clusively that a ‘‘ murder mill’ was oper- 
ated near this city. 
Believe Lamphere the Murderer. 


The motive for the murder of Andrew 
Heldgren is known, or strongly suspect- 
ed, and it is believed that both cupidity 
and jealousy entered into the crime. Ray 
Lamphere, who was employed on the 
farm of Mrs. Gunness, is held on a charge 
of murdering her and her children and 
setting fire to the house to conceal his 
crime, and since the discovery of the 
many murders to-day it is beiieved that 
he was guilty of all of them, and possi- 
bly Mrs. Gunness was an accomplice in 
the murder of Heldgren and the Olsen 
girl. 

It appears that Andrew Heidgren be- 
camo acquainted with Mrs, Gunness 
through a matrimonial agency. At that 
time Heldgren spent almost a month vis- 
iting Mrs. Gunness and others in this 
city. @ Was supposed to have started on 
3 trip to Norway and. Sweden. He had 
ever been heard of since. 

At that time Mrs. Gunness was trying 
to make a loan from a local bank. When 
Heldgren learned of this he offered to lend 
her the money. Early in January she bor- 
rowed $1,500 from him. Just before that 
Heldgren had drawn from Aberdeen, 
through a local] bank, $3,000. When news 
of the burning of the Gunness home was 
received by John Heldgren he started for 
this city to investigate the disappearance 
of his brother. Heldgren’s body was 
found to be dismembered and the arms, 
legs, trunk, and head put in different 
sacks and buried. 

Sheriff Smutzer and Prosecutor Smith 
are confident that Lamphere, charged 
with the murder of Mrs. Gunness and her 
children, knows of the Heldgren murder. 
Lamphere is a carpenter, and the way in 
which the Heldgren body was dismem- 
bered indicates that some one familiar 
with the use of a saw did the work. 
Lamphere is to go through a “ sweat- 
ing.’ In the search of the Gunness prem- 
ises in the hope of finding the head of 
Mrs. Gunness, which was missing from 
the charred trunk, or some trace of his 
missing brother, John Heldgren came to a 
spot that had the appearance of being re. 
cently dug up. 

His Brother’s Head in a Sack. 


Heldgren began an investigation, and in 
a short ‘tlme unearthed a gunny sack. 
When the sack was opened Heldgren 
found the head of his brother. Next the 
arms and legs were found, and lastly the 
trunk. The body was readily identified. 

Within a few feet of the place where 
the gunny sacks were unearthed the 
searchers came across the skeleton of the 
young woman. It had been buried only 
a few feet under ground. There was noth- 
ing by which it could be identified, but 
the size corresponded to the missing Ol- 
son girl, and the authorities believe that 
it is she, as she has not been heard of 


since she was reported by Mrs. Gunness, 


to have gone to Los Angeles. 

That all of the five persons were mur- 
dered there can be no doubt, for each of 
the bodies exc2pt Heldgren’s, was stripped 
of all clothing and buried less than four 
feet under ground. 

Burials Were Made Hastily. 


The manner of the burials shows that 
they were made hastily, and it is believed 
that in each instance the male victims 
were men who had come to see her in 
answer to matrimonial advertisements. 
This theory of the several crimes, how- 
ever, is based upon the known fact that 
Heldgren came to La Perte on a matri- 
monial mission, and that he loaned Mrs. 
Gunness money, and had a large sum on 
his person in addition to what he gave 
her. 

Two of the bodies were found buried 
upon an old section of a mattress or bed 
tick, and above this was found the body 
of Miss Olsen. x 

It is now believed that the girl was 
murdered through fear that she would 
reveal the crimes of which Mrs. Gunness 
was guilty, and that her murder was com- 
mitted at about the time that the two 
men were murdered and buried in the 
yard. The fact that they were buried oe- 
neath her, and that the bodies or skele- 
tons show practically the same stage of 
decay, fixes the murders some time in 
January, 1906, at which time the Olsen 
girl was missed, and Mrs. Gunness re- 
ported that she had gone to Los Angeles 
to attend school, ' 

Mrs, Gunness’s home has been for five 
years-a house of mystery. She did not 
tell where she came from, and when her 
husband died shortly after, the circum- 
stances were such as to direct suspicion 
to her. She said that a meat cleaver 
had fallen from a shelf in the kitchen 
and killed him, and a deép gash in his

DOG INVALID BURIED, 


Kingsland Terrier Had Been Sent 
South for Its Health, but Died There,

LONG BRANCH, N. J., May 5.—The 
body of a white fox terrier, the property 
of H. P. Kingsland of New York, reached 
Long Branch to-day .from-St. Augustifie, 
Fla., and was buried with ceremony in 
the Kingsland dog cemetery, near Elbe- 
ron. The Kingsland dog was sent South 
last Winter for its health. Upon its ar- 
rival at St. Augustine it was treated by a 
specialist. For a time it improved, but 
finally died. 

The body of the dog was first buried tn 
a cedar coffin. Mr. Kingsland then de- 
cided to bring the body to Long Branch. 
Accordingly the body of the animal was 
exhumed, re-embalmed, and shipped to 
Long Branch. It was met in New York 
by Mr. and Mrs> Kingsland, who accom- 
panied it to the Kingsland estate, where 
the burial took place.

Seven-Year-Old Carries Infant Safely 
Down a Fire Escape. 


While his mother was being bravely 
rescued by a fireman from the flames 
that destroyed their home in Brooklyn yes- 
terday, Louis Zopplin made a seven-year- 
old hero of himself by carrying his baby 
sister down a fire escape. Mrs. Marie 
Zopplin was in the front room of her flat 
on the second floor of 184 Eighth Street 


when she discovered that the apartment 
below her was on fire. She tried to reach 
her children in the rear, but was pre- 
vented by the smoke and flame. All possi- 
ble means of escape were cut off for both 
her and the children. She ran to the 
front window and climbed out on the 
ledge. : 

In a few minutes Engine 149 was on the 
scene, and Fireman Patrick McDermott 
climbed to the window where Mrs. Zopp- 
lin was. and lowered her to the street. 
In the meantime the boy, Louis, finding 
that he could not reach his mother, 
Gane his ten-months-old sister up from 
he floor and made his way to the fire 
escape. It was a long stretch for his lit- 
tle legs, and his burden grew heavy, but 
he did not falter. 

Mrs. Zopplin cried frantically for her 
children, and the firemen ran to the rear 
of the house in search of some means of 
entry. When they got to the yard they 
saw two sturdy little legs coming down 
the fire escape. The little legs were slow 
and faltering, but they were moving, and 
the youngster clutched tightly at his pre- 
cious burden. It was the work of but a 
moment to clamber up and bring both 
children safely to the ground.

BENDER AND HOLMES CASES. 


Kansas Family Murdered Ten— 
Holmes Insured His Victims. 


The Bender murders occurred in the late 
sixties and early seventies. The family 
lived in Montgomery County, Kan., and 
consisted of ‘‘ Old Man” Bender, his wife, 
a daughter, Kate, and a son. They are 
supposed to have murdered nine or ten 
persons on their premises, the bodies be- 
ing buried in the immediate vicinity of 
the house. Robbery was the motive in 
each case. 

It was not until Dr. York was murdered 
that suspicion was directed against the 
Benders. They almost immediately disap- 
peared, and there were all kinds of stories 
as to what became of them. One was 
that members of the York family waylaid 
and murdered them, that a vigilance com- 
mittee forced a confession from them and 
then disposed of their bodies after killing 
them, but each of these has been denied, 

Two women were arrested at one time 
who were supposed to be Mrs. Bender and 
Kate Bender. but they succeeded in clear- 
ing themselves. A large reward was of- 
fered at the time of the Bender family’s 
disappearance for their capture. 

Another famous series of murders was 
that perpetrated by. Henry H. Holmes, 
whose real name was Hermap Mudgett. 
He began his career of crime by swindling 
an insurance company. In this case he 
made $12,000 by substituting a. fake body. 
He succeeded in working off another fake 
body and drawing $10,000 from a second 
insurance company. With the proceeds of 
this last swindle he opened a drug store 
in Chicago. Here he met Minnie Will- 
iams, a stenographer, and she went to 
live with him. Her sister visited them, 
and Holmes alleged that Minnie, in a fit

DISTRICT WONDERS 
ABOUT M’CALL’S YOTE 


He Had Pledged His Word to His 
Colleague, Senator Agnew, to 
Stand by Racing Bills. 


BOSSES GAVE NO ORDERS 


And Sentiment In His District Was All 
for the Bills—Varied Theories as 
to Why It Went Thus. 


There is a good deal of speculation 
among constituents of Senator John re 
McCall, who represents the Sixteenth 
District in the upper branch of the Leg- 
islature, as to his reasons for voting 
against the Agnew-Hart anti-race-track 
gambling bills, after he had pledged his 
word to his colleague, Senator Agnew, 
that he would ¥ote in favor of them. 

The Catholi¢ Church dominates the re- 
ligious life of Senator McCall's district in 
a larger measure perhaps than that of 
any other section of the city. There are 
in the district almost a dozen churches of 
the Catholic faith, all of them prosperous, 
Senator McCall is a member of one. The 
clergy and parishioners of these, following 
the lead of Archbishop Farley, who au- 


-| thorized the Catholic societies to send rep- 


resentatives to Albany to advocate the 
proposed reforms, are all in favor of the 
anti-race track gambling bills. 

Senator George B. Agnew, who intro- 
duced the bills to abolish race track gam- 
bling in the upper house, told a TIMES re- 
porter recently that he was at a logs to 
explain the sudden change of front of 
Senator McCall, who occupies the seat 
next to his in the Senate Chamber. 

“ Senator McCall came to me and volun- 
tarily pledged his word to me that he 
would vote for the bills, declaring that the 
sentiment in his district was all that 
way,” said Senator Agnew. “ The first 
time I knew he had.changed his mind was 
within a day or so of the final vote. 

“After he had helped to defeat the bill, 
he explained his vote to me by saying that 
he did so because the McCarren amend- 
ment making the bills take effect on Sept. 
1 instead of immediately upon their pas- 
sage, had been taken out.’”’ 


When the bills were first introduced 


Senator McCall told some of his friends | 


that he had gone to Fammany Leader 
Charles F. Murphy and xo “Big Tim”’ 
Sullivan, and that both of them had told 
him to vote according to the dictates of 
his conscience and the wishes of his con- 
stituents. 

There are three Assembly districts—the 
Eighteenth, Twentieth, and Twenty-sec- 
ond—within the borders of the Sixteenth 
Senatorial district, represented by Sena- 
tor McCall. All the three Assemblymen 
representing these districts in the Legis- 
lature voted in favor of the bills. 

The theory advanced in some quarters 
that Senator McCall’s vote was due to 
pressure brought to bear by the bosses is 
partly disposed of by his own admission 
that no such ressure was_ exercised 
either by Tammany Le ader Charles F. 
Murphy or by “ Big Tim” Sullivan, who 
between them practically dominate the 
Tammany organization. Ex-Senator 
Maurice Featherson, who ts the Tam- 
many leader of the Twentieth Assembly 
District, and to whom Senator McCall 
owes political allegiance, was interviewed 
by Tue TiMeEs’s reporter at the Cherokee 
Club in East Seventy-ninth Street. 

“Did you bring any pressure to bear 
on Senator McCall to have him change 
his mind after he had pledged his word 
to vote for the race track bills?” Mr. 
Featherson was asked. 

**T did not; none whatever,” wasrthe 
quick and emphatic reply. 

At least one of the Assemblymen repre- 
senting the three districts within Senator 
McCall's district took the trouble to go 
to Mr, Murphy for instructions. 

‘Mr. Murphy told me,” said the Agsem- 
blyman afterward, ‘‘ that he had no in- 
structions to give me; that he was not 
interested in the proposed legislation one 
way or the other. He told me to use my 
own judgment.”

GEN. WOOD ATTACKED. 


His Bill for Purchase of Military Land 
Bitterly Criticised. 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—Consideration 
of the Sindry Civil Appropriation bill 
was secured in the House to-day. When 
the provision of the bill was reached ap- 
propriating $180,000 for the purchase of 
land as an addition to Fort William Mc- 
Kinley, Philippine Islands, Mr. Hay moved 
to strike it out. 

At the instance of Mr. Smith of Iowa 
there was read a letter from Secretary 
Taft strongly urging the purchase of the 
land, based on the recommendation of 
Gen. Wood. 

The proposed appropriation was bitterly 
opposed by Mr. Fitzgerald, New York.

OSTEOPATHS FIGHT 
FOR RECOGNITION 


Dr. C. F. Bandel Brings Test 
Case Against Health Board 
in Brooklyn. 


REFUSE DEATH CERTIFICATE 


Justice Dickey Reserves Decision on) 


Application for a Mandamus 
Compelling Acceptance. 


Supreme Court Justice Dickey in Brook- 
lyn reserved decision yesterday on an ap- 
plication of Dr. Charles F. Bandel, an 
osteopath, for a writ of mandamus direct- 
ing the Department of Health to accept 
for record a certificate of death signed by 
him, as certificates of allopaths and 
homeopaths are accepted. The case is a 
test of the law which, the osteopaths say, 
recognized them as physicians. 

Dr. Bandel, who is a Brooklynite, Is be- 
ing supported by all the osteopaths of the 
State. Martin W. Littleton appeared for 
him yesterday, and the motion was op-

a representative of the Medical Society of 
the County of New York. 

Mr. Littleton argued that the osteopaths 
had complied with all the rules and 
regulations of the Board of Regents, and 
that this conferred upon them the same 
privileges as are given to allopaths, 
homeopaths, or members of any other 
recognized school of \medicine. 

Dr. Bandel, Mr. Littieton said, had re- 
ceived a certificate from ‘the Board of 
Regents, had filed a proper certificate 
| with the County Clerk, and had also reg- 
istered at the Board of Health. The ré- 
fusal of’the board to accept a death cer=- 
tificate from Dr. Bandel, counsel de 
clared, was an act of bigotry. 

‘We don’t charge up bigotry to the 
| whole board, but to one doctor,” said Mr. 

Littleton. ‘‘ The Corporation Counsel gave 
the board an opinion to the effect that an 
osteopath was not a physician. We as- 
sert that the Legislature settled all that. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Sterling 
| asserted that an examination of the 
jianguage of “the statute did not reveal 
a recognition of osteopathy as a school 
of medicine, as Mr. Littleton had con- 
tended. A clear distinction was dra 
the dec lared, between the “ practice 
osteopathy ” and the “ practice of medi- 
cine.” Justice Dickey remarked that in 
the bill which they favored the osteopaths 
had evidently meant to be fully recog- 
nized as medical practitioners.

Mayor Deplores Doctrine of Pa- 
ternalism It Has Fostered 
in This Country.

Tells Cornell Students That Crying 
Need Is Fewer Men with Ideas, 
More with Ideals.

YHACA, N. Y., May 5.—‘‘ The crying 
meed of the day is fewer men with ideas 
and more men with ideals,’ said Mayor 
George B. McClellan of Néw York in an 
address on the “ Political Tendencies of 
the Age,’’ at Cornell University to-night. 
The Mayor’s strong plea against the tend- 
ency toward paternalism in government, 
government by commission and by head- 
lUinés, as tending toward Socialism, and 
his declaration that men in both parties 
were driving the country into Socialism 
were received with sympathetic approval 
bya distinguished audience of members of 
the university Faculty, townspeople, and 
citizens of Ithaca, which packed Sibley 
Dome this evening. 

The Mayor and Mrs. McClellan reached 
this city at 2 o'clock to-day, having come 
from Binghamton by automobile. While 
in Ithaca the Mayor is the guest of Prof. 
Jeremiah W. Jenks, the economist, Pres- 
ident Jacob Gould Schurman of Cornell 
presided at the meeting. 

Mayor McClellan said in part: 


Mayor McClellan’s Speech. 


“There is a great wave of social unrest 
eweeping around the world, which masks 
a concerted movement of lawlessness and 
anarchy. It is known under various high- 
sounding names, universal human broth- 
erhood, collectivism, communism, Social- 
ism. But, no matter what it is called, it 


is distinguished by an unwillingness to 
recognize the difference between thine 
and mine, and its real purpose is the get- 
ting of something for nothing, by over- 
turning the existing order. It manifests 
its true spirit from time to time by care- 
fully planned outrages and cold-blooded 
murder. 

‘*In a free country it is impossible to 
prosecute the avowed Anarchist unless he 
puts his theories into practice or openly 
preaches felony. Yet the avowed An- 
archist is not so dangerous to society as 
the man who conceals the red flag and 
the: bomb under a pretended devotion to 
the law. The Anarchist can, to a certain 
extent, be watched, and if he transgresses 
the law, arrested. With him, the force of 
crime can be met by the force of the law. 
The Socialist seeks to accomplish quite as 
complete a revolution, ostensibly by legis- 
lative enactment, and as long as he keeps 
within the law must receive the law’s 
protection. 

“The menace to civilization of the So- 
cialist propaganda is the danger that its 
race alge inclined leaders will be unable 

keep a desperate minority within the 
law, and that in the hands of their -fol- 
lowers the bomb will be substituted for 
the ballot as a. weapon of attack. 


Menace of Socialism. 


“The real menace to the world, as we 
know ‘it, is the men who sincerely help 
and urge the cause of Socialism. They 
may be roughly divided into two classes— 
those who honestly believe in Socialism, 


who hope that some day in the near fut- 
ure the State will be the one owner of 
capital, the one employer of labor, and 
who contemplate with equal calmness the 
abolition of private ownership of property 
and the destruction of the family, and 
those who, while not believing in Social- 
ism pure and simple, think that the -So- 
Clalistic wave is so strong that it cannot 
be checked, but only controlled. 

“The homeopathic treatment of Social- 
ism is a very dangerous experiment. Yet 
there is scarcely a self-governing or a 
semi-self-governi country on earth that 
has not recently Ybecome more or less 
homeopathically Socialistic. The sop 
thrown to Socialism takes the form of 
eee class legislation, tending in the 

irection of a redistribution of property, 

of the exploitation of those who have for 
the profit of those who have not: by the 
taxation of the former for the benefit of 
the latter. 

**In our country the Socialistic move- 
ment has spread broadcast the doctrine of | 
paternalism in Government. Its generai | 
acceptance is one of the most astounding 

henomena of modern times. The popular 
aith in the power of Government to right | 
all wrong is almost pathetic in its sim- | 
plicity, and would be rather admirable 
were it not so utterly futile. During the 
last few years we have legislated on 
almost every conceivable subject, in al- 
Most every conceivable way. Not content 
with trying to refhedy existing evils, we 

ave ge a number. of 
wrongs for the apparent purpose of ri - 
ing them. ais’ _ 


, Americans Self-Depreciative. 

“We Americans take a peculiar, pleas- 
ure in self-depreciation. We know that 
fn no country on earth is the standard of 
public and private and business honor 
Khigher than in ours, and that no people 


are more honest than are we. Yet so suc- 
cessful have we been during these later 
years in decrying ourselves that there is 


The impulse to treat the corporation 88 
though it were a sen t responsible 
being, and to punish it as such, only too 
often results in visiting the sins of the 
guilty management upon the innocent In- 
vestors and-the equally innocent em- 
ployes. 

“Punishing capital for the wrongdoing 
of capitalists defeats the object of the 
law. The .man who has committed the 
wrong can accept with comparative equa- 
nimity a vicarious punishment ‘for his 
offense. Let us punish the guilty, but 
let us spare the innocent. Let us hold 
the- management of our corporations 
strictly accountable for their offenses of 
omission and commission, 

“To appoint roving commissions clothed 
with almost despotic powers, charged 
with the right to not only manage the 
internal affairs of private corporations 
but even to fix the profits they may earn 
and the dividends they may declare, and, 
if-the whim seizes the commissioners, to 
drive them into bankruptcy and their em- 
ployes into the street, is to make a trav- 
esty of justice and a farce of democracy. 

“There is no electorate on,earth more 
iritelligent than ours, yet in some respects 
there is none so easily misled. It re- 
quires great issues and serious matters 
to bring into action the sober, rugged 
common sense of the American people. 
When the American people have made up 
their minds on a great question fairly 
presented, then God help the demagogue 
who stands in their way. Unfortunately, 
important questions are not always pre- 
sented truthfully to the electorate. 


Most Politicians Honest. 
“Most politicians, like most Americans, 
are honest men. We need, nevertheless, 
and will always continue: to need, more 
honest politicians. We never can have 


too many. What we need is more mcn 
ef high moral character, men who rec- 
ognize the binding claim of the moral 
law alike over States and individuals. 

“We have no end of men in public life 
who are ready, by a stroke of the pen, to 
solve all the problems of humanity from 
corporate dishonesty to the Brooklyn 
Bridge crush. It is but a poorly equipped 
public man, or a very retrograde news- 
paper, that has not a whole stock of 
panacea for every human ill. 

“The crying need of the day is fewer 
men with ideas and more men with ideals. 
Right is right and wrong is wrong all the 
world over. What is wrong in private 
life is worse in public life. 

“One of the most difficult problems of 
the great trust which I occupy is to get 
the right men for public office. In this 
country official salaries are small, on the 
theory, I suppose, that the honor of public 
service is a sufficient reward. There are 
therefore just three classes of men who 
accept public office; men of independent 
means, men who have not succeeded in 
private life and who take office as a 
business proposition, and men with enough 
public spirit and sense of duty to make 
a money sacrifice to serve the State. Un- 
fortunately, there are all too few of the 
latter class. 

“This is not a plea for a general in- 
crease in salaries, but a plea for a gen- 
eral increase in interest in public affairs. 
There are very few Americans who will 
not willingly ‘and cheerfully give their 
lives for the aay there are very few who 
will give their time, or any part of it, for 
the State. I do notask you to devote 
your lives to the holding of public office, 
but I do ask you to remember that you 
are citizens. Public life in this country 
is not all cakes and ale. 

‘Recently there has been evolved, in 
some quarters, a new theory of repre- 
sentative government. The framers of 
our Constitution provided a fixed term for 
elected officers, with the avowed purpose 
of freeing them from the influence of 
passing whims on the part of any section 
of the public. To-day woe betide the pub- 
lic official who does not trim his sails to 
meet every breeze that blows. If he 
realizes the sanctity of his oath and his 
responsibility to his conscience, and re- 
sists what he believes to be vain clamor, 
his political msefulness soon ends, while, 
if like Robesp.»rre, he swims on the top 
of the wave anu with it, he may, for the 
moment at least, pose as a reformer, 
and enjoy the title of the ‘incorruptible, 
no matter what may be the judgment of 
osterity. In these days of scare head- 
ines and press agencies, the man who at- 
tends strictly to the duties which the peo- 
ple have elected him to perform, runs @ 
very serious danger of losing popular sup- 
ort. 

a No man should enter politics with the 
hope of pecuniary reward. There is no 
such thing as ‘honest graft.’ Salaries 
are small and the continuity of office 
holding so uncertain that the life of an 
honest politician is one of constant self- 
sacrifice, . Moreover, our journalistic and 
political ethics are such that the honest 
man who accepts office in this country 
must expect from the Segtanng to the 
end of his term to wage one incessant 
struggle to do his duty. 


Enacting Noisy Legislation. 


“There is a disposition to enact any 
legislation that has behind it a sufficient 
volume of noise, and trust to the Court 
of Appeals and the Supreme Court of the 
United States to save us from the con- 
sequences of our demagoguery by declar- 
ing it unconstitutional. 

‘Good citizenship means something 
more than paying taxes and obeying the 


law. It means taking an active interest 
in the affairs of Government. By that I 
do not mean harrying and worrying pub- 
lic officials. nor do I mean general abuse 
of this or that political party, or a pessi- 
mistic distrust of the future of the Rs- 
public. Nor do I suggest that you should 
blindly Srereve of every public policy and 
every public man. 

“It is, I grant, difficult to obtain very 
much information from some of our sen- 
sational newspapers. Their idea of what 
constitutes news is conventional and, to 
say the least, .peculiar. Apparently in 
some newspaper offices nothing is news 
that does not Involve some violation of 
the Penal Ccde. 

**Do not take the sensational newspaper 
for gospel, but remember that even the 
editor is human and liable to make mis- 
takes. When a newspaper constantly 
vilifies a public man, do not forget that 
he has taken an oath of office, and that 
the newspaper has not. On public ques- 
tions and on public men get your infor- 
mation as nearly at first hand as possible, 
and then make up your minds for your- 
selves. Don't take your opinions ready- 
made from your newspaper.

FINDER OF PLAGUE 


Disease Permitted to Spread in 
La Guayra Despite Dr. Pe-

OUR CONSUL STOOD FIRM 


Refused to Certify the Port’s Health— 
Venezuelan Cities Now Getting 
Their First Good Cleaning. 


CARACAS, Thursday, April 23.—The 
plague-stricken port of La Guayra, snut 
off from the world by land and by sea, 
is thankful to two men for saving it from 
the spread of the disease. One is the 
American Consul, Thomas P. Moffat, and 
the other a Venezuelan physician, Dr. 
Gomez Peraza. 

Mr. *Moffat was the only Consul fin La 
Guayra wno had backbone enough to re- 
fuse to sign the document drawn up 
a month ago by the Board of Health 
stating that ‘“‘the sanitary condition of 
La Guayra is perfect.’’ The other Consuls 
signed the certification, although there 
were plague deaths almost daily. 

Dr. Péraza attended the first cases of 
bubonic plague. He reported to the Gov- 
ernment that several deaths had resulted 
from it: Dr. Peraza was immediately ar- 
rested and thrown into jail in this city, 


and Dr. Rangel, bacteriologist of the Var- 
gas Hospital at Caracas, was sent down 
to La Gauyra to report. 
the cases of Sickness, he said that they 
were not plague. Dr. Peraza insisted that 
his diagnosis had. been correct, and that 
he could prove it by exhumation of the 
bodies. This was not done, and Dr. Ran- 
gel returned to Caracas. 

People continued to dle mysteriously, 
and rumors said that they were sick only 
twenty-four hours. Then last week, after 
nearly a month, it became known that 
Dr. Rangel had gone to La Guayra again; 
that Dr. Peraza had been suddenly liber- 
ated from prison, and that no steamers 
were stopping at La Guayra. Two weeks 
later President Castro issued his decree 
declaring the port isolated by sea and by 
land for fifteen days until Dr. Rangel 
could again report. 

When Dr. Peraza returned to La Guayra 
from the Caracas jail he was met at the 
station by a great multitude and was pa- 
raded about the city on his friends’ shoul- 

ers. 

SPehowtes Castro’s decree the stricken 
atients were hurried out to the Cabo 
lanco Leper Hospital, together with 

their families, and the houses where cases 

had developed were burned. The 500 

;stevedores who work on the breakwater 

were put to work cleaning up the city. 

Centres of infection were burned. Lum- 

ber piles were thrown into the sea, In 

short, La Gauyra is receiving a cleaning 
| which is very much needed, and which 

;it had never had. As there is no bus!- 

ness of any kind, distress is general and 

provisions are becoming very scarce.| 

All steamers with merchandise for La 
Guayra unload at Puerto Cabello, from 
where the goods are hauled to Caracas by 
the German railroad at a greatly in- 
creased cost. Flour is now $25 a barrel. 

The plague in La Gauyra {fs costing the 
Government hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars in loss of customs revenues. Every 
effort is now being taken in Caracas to 
prevent the spread of the plague here In 
case it breaks out.

Philippines Assembly Proposes 


Make Some Sweeping Reductions. 


MANILA, May 5.—The Assembly has 
begun the consideration of the Appropria- 
tion Committee’s financial measures.

SUGAR CRISIS IN RUSSIA. 


Two Big Concerns Suspend—Govern- 
ment to Give Assistance. 


8ST. PETERSBURG, May 5.—The Rus- 
sian sugar industry centring at Kiev {ts 
passing through a serious crisis. It al- 
ready has resulted in the suspension of 
payments by two of the great manufac- 
turing and refining firms, Charitonenko 
& Sons, with Habillties of $7,500,000, and 
the Cherkassky Refining Company, with 
liabilities of $4,000,000. 


The State Bank has come to the as- 
sistance of Charitonenko & Sons, asking 
the creditors to extend their notes for a 
year or eighteen months and furnishing 
cash for the most pressing obligations. 
The bank probably will do the same thing 
for the Cherkassky Company, inasmuch 
as the extension of the crisis under the 
present financial stringency of Russia 
might entail the gravest results. 

The trouble in the sugar industry !s 
due in large measure to restriction of 
exports; the production is far in excess 
of the Russian market.

ON MOVING PICTURES 


They Are Theatrical Pantomimes 
and Come Under Copyright 
Law, Says Judge Lacombe. 


ENJOINS BEN-HUR PICTURES 


Decision Is_of Wide Import to the New 
Enterprise of Moving Pict- 
ure Plays. 


Judge Lacombe, sitting in the United 
States Circuit Court, has handed down a 
decision in which he declares that mov- 
ing picture shows come within the copy- 
right law, and that the exhibition of 
films of scenes from copyrighted plays or 
books are violations of copyright, in that 
they are pantomimes, and, therefore, 
theatrical productions. 

The case was brought before the court 
on an action for damages and injunction 
brought by Harper & Brothers, Klaw & 
Erlanger, and Henry L. Wallace against 
the Kalem Company, manufacturers of 
moving picture films and machines, for 
reproducing certain scenes from ** Ben 
Hur.” The publishers own the copyright 
of Gen. Wallace’s book, and Klaw & Er- 
langer hold the producing rights. Mr. 
Wallace is the son of the late author. 
Judge Lacombe granted the injunction 
after argument by David Gerber of Dit- 
tenhoefer, Gerber & James, for the com- 
plainants, and Henry L. Cooper of Kerr, 
Page & Cooper, for the defendants, In 
his decision the Judge says: 

“The result obtained when the moving 
pictures are thrown upon the screen is 
within Daly vs.. Webster, an infringement 
of various dramatic passages in complain- 
ants’ copyrighted book and play. To this 
result, defendant, the Kalem Company, 
undoubtedly contributes. Indeed, it would 
seem that it is the most important con- 
tribution.” 

The case of Daly vs. Webster, to which 
Judge Lacombe refers, was an action 
brought some eight years ago by the late 
Augustin Daly to prevent the production 
of the railroad track rescue scene in 
William A. Brady’s ‘‘ After Dark,”’ which 
he claimed was copied from the similar 
scene in his ‘Under the Gas Light.” 


Judge Lacombe granted the mjunction in 
this action, and it has served as a prece- 
dent. 

Mr. Gerber argued that the representa- 
tion of moving pictures of scenes from 
“Ben Hur” violate the clause of the 
copyright law which interdicts ‘ printing,

THAW’S MOTHER SEES HIM. 
Has Luncheon with Him for First Time 


Since His Arrest. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., May 5.—Mrs. 
William Thaw arrived here to-day und 
passed the day with her son, Harry Thaw, 
in Sherfff Chandler's apartments in the 
Poughkeepsie Court House. 

She had luncheon with him for the first 
time since the shooting of Stanford White. 
Mrs. Thaw was accompanied to the jail 
by Harry Van Cleef, whose wife is a near 
relative of the Thaw family. 

Dr. Amos T. Baker, Acting Superintend- 
ent of the Matteawan State Hospital, in 
his return to-day to the writ of habeas 
corpus obtained by Thaw’s counsel, de- 
nies the allegations in the petition of 
counsel that Thaw is now sane, and al- 
leges on the contrary that Thaw is in- 
sane. Dr. Baker has observed Thaw dur- 
ing his confinement in Matteawan. 

The number of expert witnesses to be 
called in the Thaw habeas corpus proceed- 
ings will be limited to five on each side. 
The decision of Justice Morschauser's is 
taken as an indication of his intention to 
have the corpus proceedings conducted 
expeditiously and without extravagant 
expenditures. 


District Attorney Jerome said yesterday 
that he expected that he would be able 
to get to Poughkeepsie next Monday and 
fe pemmenge | take a hand in opposing the 
release of Harry Thaw from Matteawan. 

“The hearing of one side of the habeas 
corpus proceedings in Poughkeepsie and 
the other side here,” he said, “is regular 
enough.

SURE HEINS WAS MURDERED. 


Finding of a Bullet in Drowned Man’s 
Brain Sets His Widow Talking. 


Coroner's Physician Lehane, in an au- 
topsy made yesterday, found a bullet in 
the brain of John P. Heins, whose body 
was found in the Central Park reservoir 
on Sunday, On Monday, when Dr. Le- 
hane made a partial investigation, he ex- 
pressed the opinion that Heins had died 
of drowning. He had been missing since 
October. 

The Coroner’s physician expressed the 
opinion that Heins shot himself on the 
edge of the reservoir and tumbled in, but 
Mrs. Helns, the widow, said at her home 
last night: 

“IT cannot believe that my husband 


committed suicide. He was always afraid 
of pistols, and would never allow one in 
the house. I feel sure he has been mur- 
dered. I know that he did not have a 
revolver when he left home last October, 
and I know he never carried one. If he 
had wanted to commit suicide he 
would never have shot himself, for I have 
heard him say that if a man wanted to 
do away with himself poison was a good 
deal better than a bullet. 


ROGERS DIDN’T ASK DAMAGES. 


Usual Prayer for Dismissal of Suit 
with Costs Misinterpreted. 


James M. Beck, who as counsel for H. 
H. Rogers and James Stillman, filed their 
answer at Salt Lake on Monday in the 
Union Pacific merger suit, said yester- 
day: 

“The ‘statement that either of my 
clients claimed damages because of the 
Government's allegations in the merger 
suit is ridiculous... The prayer for dis- 
missal with costs, with which every law- 
yer in the country is familiar, was mis- 
taken as a claim for damages.”’ 

Mr. Beck said that the statements with 
reference to the purchase of Santa Fé 
stock which seemed to imply that his 
clients had purchased a majority of the 
Atchison stock were also mistakes.

Of the gccessions to the museum, @& 
hunting carpet is the most important, a 
rare and expensive old rug which would 
have been beyond the purchasing means 
of the museum had it not-been for the aid 
of Alexander Smith Cochran, It 
on the wall under glass. It is 5 feet 7% 
inches by 8 feet 3 inches in size, with a 
moss-green border showing a design of 
spiral tendrils and conventional flowers, 
with here and there a bird. The founda- 
tion of the middle or field is red also, 
covered with conventional flowers and fol- 
fage and quaint-looking animals. The 
centre medallion has a yellow ground, and 
shows sitting under flowers and shrubs 
a number of figures, with decided Chi- 
nese characteristics, drinking, and playing 
musical instruments. The rug is of ex- 
ceedingly fine workmanship, and the 
flowers and animals’ blend harmoniously 
in the design. 

Stmilar carpets are found in the princi- 
pal museums of Europe, in large private 
collections, and the finest is owned by 
the Emperor of Austria. It is not known 
exactly where the hunting carpets were 
made, but the authorities attribute them 
to the City of Ispahan and put them in the 
sixteenth century. They show a distinct 
tendency to the imitation of the Chinese 
in their designs. 

‘Lisiére de Bois,” (‘‘ The Edge of the 
Woods,’’)’a large and important landscape 
by Alhponse Legros, is one of the pictures 
added to the museum by purchase. Among 
the paintings loaned are a couple of large 
merines by Winslow Homer, lent. by 
George A. Hearn. “A Portrait of (a 
Child,”’ by Lenbach, loaned by Mrs. Du 
Pont Coudert, has not yet been put on ex- 
hittion. 

There are many additions to the col- 
lections of laces, gifts to the museuin. 
Miss Margaret Saylor Johnson, who has 
done so much for the museum’s col- 
lection of laces; has made many contri- 
butions, among them an old piece of 
needle point of the seventh century, 
supposed to be Danish. Mrs. Willian: 
M. Kingsland has given some unusual 
bobbin lace, possibly Russian; Mrs. James 
Boorman Johnson, eighteenth. century 
Flemish needle point lace; Miss Eva 
Morris of Paris, Honitan lace. of ths 
early nineteenth century; Mrs. John A. 
Vanderpoel, Mechlin lace of the last half 
of the eighteenth century; Mrs. James 
W. Pinchot, three old flounces of Spanish 
bobbin lace as well as seventeenthccontury 
needle point d’'Alencon, Valenciennes, and 
Mechlin. Two interesting gifts among 
the laces are pleces of machine lace, 
Italian, of the early nineteenth century, 
cne with a design of quaint animals 
presented by Mrs. Leonard E. Opdycke, 
and another of the same period with an 
unusual design in figures presented by 


Miss Frances Morris. 
The first report this year from the 


work of excayating in Egypt carried on 
by the museum by means of private sub- 
scription has beer received. In the work 
at Lisht the entrance to the Pyramid of 
Amenemhat I. has been found with a 
colossal red granite statue of Amenem- 
hat at the entrarce. A valuable conces- 
sion has recently been granted the work- 
ers for the museum in the Oasis of 
Kharga, 400 miles southwest of Cairo, by 
the Egyptian Government, and the in- 
vestigation of Greco-Roman and early 
Christian ruins will be carried on with 
what is expected to be interesting re- 
sults.

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When the Mayor of the chief city of 
the Union addresses a great university 
ton “The Political Tendencies of the 
Day,” he must be supposed to speak as 
an expert, and his utterances have an 
finterest somewhat independent of his 
personal views.

Success 
in worthy labor will be doubtful, and 
will rarely be accepted at its real worth. 
It will make many and implacable ene- 
mies among those in politics who are 
selfish and unscrupulous, and it is not 
‘at all sure to make a corresponding 
number of earnest friends among those 
who ought to understand it and support 
it. It remains, nevertheless, a supreme 
duty toward which trained minds must 
direct their energies with all the more 
fidelity because of the slight hope of 
immediate reward. And such is the na- 
tive courage and rectitude of youth that 
we imagine Mr. McCLELLAN could in no 
other tone have appealed so strongly to 
hig auditors at Cornell. Those who 
have followed his career will have no 
difficulty in finding in it an object les- 
.8o0n in the principles he inculcates, 

The tendencies of the time to which 
Mr, McCLELLAN devotes most attention 
may be summed up in the term “ So- 
Clalism.’”” He does not undertake a 
definition of the term. He assumes that 
it will mean much the same thing to all 
who have traced its operation on public 
opinion of recent years. Practically 
what he has in mind is the tendency to 
meet the spirit of discontent by the ex- 
tension of public powers, and this he 
condemns as perilous on the bad side 
and-futile on the good. He traces the 
changes that have occurred in this di- 
rection in Great Britain, in Germany, 
and in France, and to some degree in 
our own country. He does not believe 
that they are beneficial or that they 
really effect the greatest good of the 
greatest number. He has little patience 
with the view that every man is but an 
atom in a@ social organization which can 
eo be managed as to attain ease and 
comfort for all with little responsibility 
for any. Responsibility is, indeed, the 
keynote of Mr. McCireLuan’s address. 
“hecrying need of the day,” he asserts, 
“is fewer men with ideas and more men 
with ideals.” And again, “ Individually, 
‘we possess the three major senses in a 
highly developed degree, that is, com- 
mon sense, a sense of proportion, and a 
sense. of humor. Collectively we are 
#ometimes woefully lacking in all.” 

If his.Honor the Mayor is lacking in 
any of these it is, perhaps, the sense of 
proportion. He is in the thick of public 
affairs, with all the weariness, the vex- 
ation, the honest resentment that this 
at times must imply. While his state- 
ments are not exaggerated, when ana- 
lyzed, the tone of them may be a little 
less cheerful and courageous than would 
be ‘justified: ‘The tendencies he dis-

TOOLS OF THIEVES. 

The Secret Service of the United 
States is known the world over for the 
efficiency of its members. It has been 
the custom to detail, furlough, loan, 
and permit these members in various 
ways to work for other departments of 
the Government besides the Treasury 
Department, .to which, in the clumsy 
distribution of the Federal branches, 
they are nominally attached. The 
Secret Service detectives have recently 
been employed by the Department of 
Justice and the Department of the 
Interior, and their investigations have 
borne fruit in the conviction of the 
late Senator MITCHELL, the indictment 
of two members of the House, and the 
restoration of more than a million acres 
of the public domain fraudulently ob- 
tained by a powerful “ring” of land 
thieves. Secret Service men were 5seé- 
lected and used in breaking up the 
gang of criminals in San Francisco. 
The Secret Service obtained the evi- 
dence upon which fines of over a quar- 
ter million dollars were exacted of lot- 
tery manipulators, and millions of 
dollars were saved their dupes by ex- 
tinguishing the lottery companies. 
Secret Service investigators are now 
busy with the Oil, Beef, and Sugar 
Trusts, under the direction of the, At- 
torney General. 

It was the combination of “land 
sharks,” according to report, that per- 
suaded the Appropriations Committee 
to approve, and the House to pass, the 
amendment to the Sundry Civil bill 
which undoes the deterrent and de- 
tective labors of the Secrat’ Service by 
suspending for two years all members 
of that branch who shall consent to a 
special assignment from any other than 
the Treasury Department. The Rep- 
resentatives have, however unwittingly, 
become the tools of thieves. The Sen- 
ators are duly warned. 


MUCH FOR LITTLE, 

In yesterday’s Times a gentleman de- 
scribed with satisfaction the route’ over 
which he rides twenty-three miles for 
8 cents. He rather understated his 
case, for the same fare would have 
taken him a mile or two further. That 
is to say, he could have gone from the 
furthest limit of New Rochelle—practi- 
cally from Larchmont—to the Flatbush 
station of the Interborough in Brooklyn 
by a combination of routes and trans- 
fers, on the ground, underground, and 
overhead, say, about twenty-five miles, 
for a fraction over 3 mills per mile. 

The route is among the costliest in the 
world, and perhaps quite the most 
highly capitalized. This combination of 
extremely high capitalization and ex- 
tremely low fare is something to give 
thought to.those who contend that a 
low capitalization is the road to cheap- 
ness of transportation. And the low- 
ness of the fare is perhaps the least 
marvel]. The tunnel could have been 
dug at least as easily as the pyramids 
were built, but the trains could not 
have been operated before the invention 
of the trolley and third rail. In its to- 
tality the achievement is as remarkable 
as the cable, or the wireless transmis- 
sion of intelligence. In its fullest sig- 
nificance it contains the promise of a 
metropolis which shall not be a squalid 
and tmmense collection of Little Ped- 
lingtons, each with its local interests, 
and only the slightest connection with 
the heart of things. Transit like that 
described makes possible the most inti- 
mate connection of the outskirts with 
the centre, The saving in time even 
more than the saving in fare enables 
the remotest dweller to have fullest ac- 
cess, upon terms of almost equality, to 
shops, theatres, libraries, business of- 
fices. Heretofore the distant members 
of the city have languished like limbs 
with ligatures bound about them to 
stop the flow of blood, and the effect 
has been detrimental. 

Of course the road could not have fur- 
nished the ride for the money if all its 
patrons, or many of them, took the 
journey. It is possible to give this ride 
to the exceptiona] passenger because 
the majority ride less than half the dis- 
tance. Few riders over this route from 
New Rockelle would go below Wall 
Street.. There their seats would be va- 
cated to others who would ride under 
the river to the junction with the Long 
Island Railway. And in the reverse di- 
rection the Long Island commuters 
would not go far uptown in Manhattan. 
They would vacate their seats to other 
riders who would start from scattered 
starting places for New Rochelle. Thus 
on the round trip the railway would get 
four or more. fares, instead of two. This 
is the distinction between this ride and 
the shorter one Coney Island which 
the Brooklyn Rap 
give for 5 cents. Not only does the 
bulk of this travel go the full distance. 
The cars return empty almost, and 
must return also nearly empty to-get 
another excessive load. And the capi- 
| talization of plant must be maintained 
| the year around, although the Summer 
Seaiedig is brief and fitful. 

It ts clear that the Coney Island ride 
is only half the New Rochelle proposi- 
tion in something more than terms of 
| distance. It is not a “through” ride, 
lalthough Brooklynites fondlf call it 
such. It is only a ride into the centre 
of the town and back again. The In- 
terborough route runs through the cen- 
tre, and picks up a load on each side the 
eentre,.. The. moral is that we should 
have more’routes Hke the Interborough. 
Every bridge and tunnel has the capac- 
ity of accommodating them, and should 


be rogeryed for that purpose. No edgment,

THE THAW PROCEEDING. 

The attempt by judicial proceeding to 
set free from Matteawan a dangerous 
lunatic is one that deeply concerns this 
community and the jurisprudence of 
this State. At the first trial of THaw 
the defense sought to show that while 
sane before and after the homicide, and 
sane at the time of trial, he was men- 
tally irresponsible at the moment when 
he killed Wuirn. At the second trial 
insanity was also the defense set up, 
but members of the prisoner’s family 
and other witnesses acquainted with his 
life history testified to mental condi- 
tions during his youth and early man- 
hood that indicated hereditary insanity. 
The testimony of the experts called by 
the prosecution at the first trial left 
hardly any reasonable doubt that THaw 
is a paranoiac, an incurable paranolac, 
and is the victim of delusions that, 
should he now be set free, would in all 
probability lead him to attempt to 
take thé lives of other persons. 

THaw was acquitted of murder on the 
ground that he was insane—so expressly 
stated by the jury. He was, as the law 
required, sent to Matteawan. He 
should remain there. It is amazing 
that members of his family should join 
in the effort to procure his release. It 
might reasonably be supposed that the 
cistress and shame and cost he has al- 
ready hrought upon his family would 
deter them from measures almost cer- 
tain to bring upon them the horrors of 
another criminal trial. There has been 
no evidence that THaw has been cured, 
or has progressed toward a cure since 
his confinement in Matteawan. It 1s 
exceedingly doubtful whether any evi- 
dence of that nature can be produced. 
The overwhelming weight of qualified 
testimony thus far leads to the conclu- 
sion that he is a paranoiac, and a mul- 
titude of writers might be cited to show 
that his form of insanity is incurable. 
It would be a disgrace to the jurispru- 
dence of the State of New York now to 
deliver forth this irresponsible man to 
take the vengeance which his disordered 
mind would probably lead him to take 
upon those he imagines have persecuted 
him. The question of expense is not 
worth considering. It will cost less 
successfully to oppose the attempt for 
his release than it will to have a third 
Thaw trial. We trust that the District 
Attorney of this county will use the re- 
sources of his office to prevent the re- 
lease of THAW. 
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AMERICAN INDUSTRY ABROAD. 

Great interest is manifested in Eng- 
land in the latest example of trans- 
planted American industry. Mr. ALFRED 
VANDERBILT began on Monday to drive 
a stage coach daily from the Victoria 
Hotel, at Charing Cross, London, sixty- 
odd miles to Brighton. As a great many 
Londoners want to go to Brighton oc- 
casionally the experiment is likely to 
be pecuniarily successful. There are 
two big ocean pliers there full of inter- 
esting slot machines, while some very 
nice folks dwell in the suburb of Hove, 
Mr. VANDERBILT drives the coach with- 
out assistance, and stops eight times 
on the way to change horses. There! 
are other means of getting from Lon- 
don to Brighton, including the vellway,| 
going by motorcar, and walking, but) 
coaching ig pleasant, and English peo-| 
ple enjoy it. You can go by coach 
somewhat more quickly than you can 
walk,.and from a seat on the top the 
view of the rolling country is inspiring. 

Mr. VANDERBILT’s family has long 
been interested in transportation prob- 
lems. His great-grandfather was very 
influential in the development of river 
travel by steamboats, and was the 
foremost railroad man of his time. It 
is natural that his great-grandson 
should also lend his energies to the 
transportation of human beings from 
one place to another. To be sure, there 
is a hint of atavism in the younger 
man’s proceedings. For a descendant 
of a founder of American steam trans- 
portation to go into the business of 
transportation by horse power may 
seem absurd to some progressive folks, 
But Mr. VANDERBILT'S great-grand- 
father was very fond of horses, too, 
though by preference he drove one at 
a time which he liked to fancy was 
the fastest horse on the road. 

We are all greatly interested in 
young Mr. VANDPRBILT’s business ex- | 
periment.

| selves frequently say they need an

At this meeting, titanks to appeals pre- 
viously made to Commissioner BINGHAM 
and the labor leaders, the hoodlum ele- 
ment was suppressed and the speakers 
received as much of a hearing as their 
voices could command in the open air. 
Humorous comments came frequently 
from the crowd, but these betrayed no 
real antagonism and were made almost 
entirely by men who were too far away 
to catch more than an occasional word or 
two of what was said from the impro- 
vised rostrum. 

The comparatively few who could hear 
seemed at first to be merely seeking 
amusement, but the expression of their | 
faces soon became grave enough to be- 
tray a real interest in the arguments ad- 
vanced, or, rather, in ‘the statements 
made, and it was clear that in not a few 
cases the familiar pleas for “justice” 
and “‘ equal rights’’ were reaching those 
who had never heard them presented be- 
fore with seriousness and conviction, if 
at all, and that they were making some- 
thing of an impression, especially upon 
the young women who formed a consider- 
able part of the audience, Many of these 
were accompanied by young*men, and 
when the latter, as not infrequently hap- 
pened, showed a tendency toward cheap 
and’ flippant wit at the expense of the 
speakers, they were more than once re- 
proved by their feminine companions with 
an emphasis fierce enough to be highly 
disconcerting to them. 

Not all the men, by any means, were 
fisrespectful, and such expressions as, 
“Well, they’ve got their education with 
them!” greeted a bit of statistical infor- 
mation as to the amount of taxable prop- 
erty owned by unrepresented women, and 
“ There’s something in that! ’’ when pro- 
test was made against the Inclusion of 
women among the classes who are not 
allowed to vote. Everything considered, 
the “suffragettes’’ seemed really to bé 
accomplishing something, even if it wasn't 
much, and the observer whom we are 
quoting leaned to, or toward, the conclu- 
sion that the ‘suffragette’’ methods 
were a little more effective than those of 
the gentler and more retiring sisters who 
hold dignified meetings, but reach only 
those who do not need to be converted. 

The most notable features of the meet- 
ing were the sympathetic attitude of the 
policemen on guard and the pains which 
“labor "’ took to demonstrate its approval 
of the “suffragettes ’’ and their cause, 

Yesterday's bomb 
outrage in East New 
York seems to have 
been planned with

In this case the powerlessness of. the 
Folice against such crimes is startlingly 
illustrated, for the man GRIsToO, contrary 
to the common custom of his class, had 
reither paid the ‘“ Black Hand” for 
safety, nor had he concealed the receipt 
of menacing letters from the particular 
group of brigands who were using that 
row terrifying name against him. Ac- 
cording to report he had taken each of 
their many communications to the near- 
est station house as soon as received, and 
presumably he had given the police such 
information or suspicions as he had con- 
cerning the fdentity of the writers. There 
was nothing more that he could do, except 
perhaps to lay a plot with the tnd 
and with their help catch the blackmailers 
while pretending to be about to pay them 
what they wanted. That device has been 
tried several times, however, without any 
success notable enough to make it re- 
membered, and probably it would have 
been foiled by watchful spies.

THE INJUNCTION, 


It Is the Shield.of the Weak Against 
thé Strong. \ 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The proposal to change the law as to 
granting injunctions seems to overlook 
the fact that an injunction suit is almost 
the only speedy remedy that the citizen 
retains. A prompt hearing is necessarily 
had. True, this is upon affidavits. But 
these are presented by both parties, each 
is usually allowed to submit rebutting 
affidavits, and the Jduge can generally 
get at the real facts. 

In many cases, also, unless an injunc- 
tion is granted at once, the injury is ir- 
reparable. Who can estimate the injury 
that would have been done if an injunc- 
tion had not been granted to prevent in- 
terference with the mails in Chicago, or 
with loading vessela and cars in San 
Francisco? In such cases the injury can- 
not be compensated in money, because it 
cannot be ascertained. 

The truth is that the injunction is the 
shield of the weak against the strong. It 
prevents men from taking the law into 
their own hands, Honest, hard-working 
men, whether they belong to trades unions 
or not, should therefore desire the law of 
injunctions to remain just as it is. 

The President, in his message of De- 
cember, 1906, urged upon Congress the 
evil of delay in the administration of jus- 
tice. Secretary Taft, last week, urged the 
importance of giving to the citizen a 
speedy hearing upon the merits of his 
cause, No reform is more needed than 
this. Let us therefore resolutely oppose 
any measure, however plausible, which 
would tie the hands of the courts or hin- 
der the Judge from doing immediate jus- 
tice.

ARMS FROM JAPAN 
POR REVOLT IN CHINA 


| Japanese Government's Attitude 


Disclosed in Seizure of 
the Tatsu Maru. 


MADE IT DIPLOMATIC ISSUE 


Indications That Japan Aids in Se 
cret Shipment of Arms to Aid 
Chinese Revolutionists. 


Special Correspondence THm NEw YORK TIMES. 

SEOUL, March 26.—Viewed In correct 
prospective, the Tatsu Maru affair takes 
an aspect of wide international signifi- 
cance. I have obtained some interesting 
information about the incident, throwing 
light upon phases which Japanese di- 
plomacy has managed to keep in compar- 
ative obscurity, and making it possible 
to piece its details together into a co- 
related and understandable whole. The 
conditions and circumstances surrounding 
the matter afford a clue to Japan’s at- 
titude toward China, and, therefore, de- 
serve more than passing notice. 

The Tatsu Maru II. is owned by the 
Ataka Shokal, a Japanese firm at Kobe. 
The ship was chartered last January by 
Holme, Ringer & Co., a British firm doing 
business in Japan and Korea, and with 
connections throughout the East. Holme, 
Ringer & Co. chartered the vessel to take 
a cargo of coal from Moji to Hongkong. 

Owing to the fact that Holme, Ringer & 
Co. do business outside the former treaty 
ports in Japan under a Japanese name, 
the Tatsu Maru appears as having been 
chartered by the Wuriu Shokal of Moji, 
which is Holme, Ringer & Co.'s Japanese 
name. The ship was engaged to carry 
coal exclusively, and was loaded at Moji 
with a full cargo of 3,000 tons. She was 
cleared for Hongkong and consigned to 
Butterfield & Swire at that place. So 
far as the charterers knew, the ship car- 
ried nothing but coal, and was to pro- 
ceed directly to Hongkong. 

The Tatsu Maru sailed on Jan. 26, On 
Feb. 5 she was seized by Chinese revenue 
cutters near Macao. When seized the ship 
was anchored, and a number of Chinese 
cargo junks were alongside. 

On her deck were found ninety-four 
cases of rifles and fifty cases of ammuni- 
tlon, whereupon the ship was detained 
under a charge of smuggling arms into 
China, and her officers and crew were 
placed under arrest. 

None of these facts is disputed. The 
point where the ship was seized is forty 
miles from Hongkong .Harbor, and to 
reach it a wide detour was necessary, 
taking the vessel fully 100 miles out of 
her course if she returned to Hongkong 
to diseharge her cargo of coal. When ar- 
rested the ship’s Captain stated that he 
was temporarily anchored outside Macao 
while waiting for the tide to turn, and 
that he intended to enter the port for the 
purpose of discharging the arms and am- 
munition, which were consigned by the 
Ataka Shokai to a Portuguese firm in 
Macao, and in support of this contention, 
what purports to be a manifest was ex» 
hibited, in which the arms were so con- 
signed. 

In this connection it is significant that 
Holme, Ringer & Co,, the charterers and 
consignees of the ship, knew nothing of 
any intention to call at Macao. She wag 
consigned by them direct to Hongkong; 
the consignees’ mavifest contained noth. 
ing but coal, and the consignees’ insur- 


ace would be invalidated by

In order to appreciate the importance of 
this seemingly trivial episode, the ante- 
cedent circumstances should be consid- 
ered. China has for years been hovering 
on the brink of revolution, and South 
China, in particular, is the hotbed of 
the movement. During the last two years 
there has been a noticeable recrudescence 
of revolutionary sentiment in some parts 
of the empire. In several provinces a 
regular organization has been formed, and 
preparations have been made to take ad- 
vantage of any passing opportunity to 
begin an insurrection. 


ammunition have been smuggled into 
China notwithstanding efforts of the Chi- 
nese authorities to prevent it. The prox- 
imity of Hongkong and Macao to Canton 
made them/convenient places of rendez- 
vous for this business. On the matter 
being called to their attention, the British 
authorities at Hongkong became so vigi- 
lant that the chief base of the smugglers 
seems to have been shifted to Macao, 


ery, to gain the passive connivance of 
certain officials. The Chinese Govern- 
ment had known of this method for some 
time, and was waiting an opportunity to 
catch the gun-runners redhanded: Un- 
doubtedly China was informed that the 
Tatsu Maru carried arms, and the revenue 
cutters were waiting for her. 


Frequent Shipments from Japan. 


Owing to the fact that from time to time 
small quantities of these smuggled arms 
have been captured by the Chinese au- 
thorities, it was known that most of 


them came from Japan. China has 
had some reason to fear that Japanese 
are surreptitiously encouraging the revo- 
lutionists in these provinces, as well-as 
in the south, for the purpose of inciting 
a disorder which might afford excuse 
for armed interference by Japan. 

In regard to the Tatsu Maru these facts 
seem to be established beyond a reason- 
able doubt: 

(a) That the vessel, when seized, was 
100 miles out of a direct course to the 
destination to which she was consigned 
by the charterers, and was anchored in 
a place to reach which it was necessary 
to sail past her consigned destination. 

} That the consignees’ manifest con- 
tained no arms and ammunition. 

(c) That the vessel's entrance to Macao 
would have constituted a violation of the 
charter and would have ftmperiled the 
interests of the consignees. 

(d) That when seized the vessel was pre- 
paring to discharge arms and ammunition, 

From these facts the following con- 
clusions may be deduced: 

1. That the Captain had no intention 
of entering the Port of Macao, but in- 
tended to diecharge the arms and ammu-

In short, there is no reason to doubt 
that the Tatsu Maru was being used by 
her Japanese owners, taking advantage of 
lher bein temporarily ..and conveniently 
chartered by a Britis#ffirm, and without 
the knowledge of that firm, to smuggle 
a shipment of arms and ammunition into 
China. 


Japanese Politics Involved. 


For several weeks after the Tatsu Maru 
was seized the Government seemed in- 
disposed to press the matter upon China. 
But the Japanese firm which is involved, 
and which was threatened with loss of its 
ship and heavy damages to the consignees, 
brought pressure to bear in Tokio through 
influential channels. The opposition, al- 
ready keen after Count Hayashi’s scaip, 
threatened an interpellation in the Diet, 
which meant a raking fore and aft of th 
Government’s whole .foreign policy. The 
épposition press also commented upon the 
feebleness of the Ministry. Waether the 
Government was influenced by this pres- 
sures one can only surmise; but it took 
tne matter ~ and actively supported the 
Ataka Shokal. 

The technical questions involved fn the 
diplomatic issue thereupen raised between 
Tokio and the Wai-wu-pu are of slight 
moment. and have the effect, as they were 
doubtless designed to do, of obscuring 
the facts.

Well may China ruminate upon the irony 
of fate, as exemplified by her relations to 
other and moré powerful nations, and 
wonder what to expect next. 

THOMAS F. MILLARD. 
So Says Minister Wu in Speaking of 
Conditions in the Far East. 

His Excellency Wu Ting-fang, Chinese 
Minister at Washington, withstood a rape 
id-fire battery of questions after his ad- 
dress on ‘‘ The Awakening of China” be- 
fore the Civic Forum in Carnegie Hall 
last night, and came out of, the battle 
without a scar. Smilingly he left the platy 
form after a special vote of thanks had 
been tendered to him by the large audi- 
ence. 

Mr. Wu told of a great many things 
that had happened in China during recent 
years that not only surprised but. ap- 
peared to delight his hearers, principal 
among which seemed to be the latest 
edicts of the Emperor banishing all opium 
users from the Diplomatic Corps and high 
public offices at home, while his tales of 


the decrease of foot-binding among the 

women appeared especially to please his 
woman hearers. 

In accordance with the custom at these 
meetings of the Civic Forum, Mr. Wu waé 
bombarded with questions touching upon 
the subject matter of his address, and 
they ranged from the reasons for the sup- 
posed increase of population in China as 
compared with other nations, which he 
would not admit, to the reasons for stick- 
‘ing to the national coqgemne and queue, 
which he adroitly dodged. 

Mr. Wu sald he was proud to be able to 
say that after having been asleep for 
many centuries China had at last awak- 
ened, and was prepared for forging ahead 
tg the position in the world of affairs held 
by other nations, and that one of the 
chief weapons'in this campaign was edu- 
cation, to which the people, he said, were 
taking ‘‘as readily as a duck does to 
water.”’ 

“Under the old dispensation teaching 
was conducted in the families mainly by 
private pedagogues,”’ said Mr. Wu. “ The 
child from the very beginning was com- 
pelled to learn his books by rote. Each boy 
made a class by himself, and the primer 
consisted of a tome in which moral and 
natural philosophy, with a few discon- 
nected historical facts thrown in, strug- 
gled to find a place in the mind of the 
child learner. 

“Too much attention was devoted to 
the memorizing of our classics, which, 
while it produced the effect of moldin 
the Chinese mind after the Confucia: 
pattern, narrowed and cramped at the 
same time its mental view. Certain pow- 
ers of the brdin were no doubt developed, 
but the system in the face of modern 
civilization and modern struggle of existe 
ence and world-wide competition had bee 
come obsolete, and something more up- 
to-date and compatible with the principles 
of pedagogic psychology had to be intro- 
duced. It takes some time to convince 
our people of the advantages of any new 
system. 

“We are slow In making a new depart- 
ure, but once the truth strikes home and 
its practicability is demonstrated, we do 
not hesitate at the radical nature of the 
change, nor are we discouraged by the 
difficulties and obstruction in the way. 
By one stroke of the vermilion pencil, the 
old-style programme and method of exe 
amination were abolished, striking. dis- 
may into the hearts of thousands of the 
scholar class, who were thus deprived of 
their principal road to official appoint- 
ments and livelihood. : 

“The imperial decree embodying this 
measure recognized that the great wealth 
and power enjoyed by Western nations 
are derived from the wide spread of edu- 
cation, and that the need of forming 
statesmen of talent and ability and of 
giving the people substantial and prac- 
tical knowledge and preparing them for 
a constitutional form of government could 
best be satisfied by adopting the modern 
system of education. 

‘The same decree that ordered the es- 
ablishment of the Ministry of Education 
also enunciated the fundamental princi- 

ples which must be.instilled intd the 
}minds of the students, and which are loy- 
alty to the Emperor, devotion to the pub- 
| lic welfare, the cherishing of the martial 
i spirit, reverence for Confucius, and the 
} promotion of industries. 4 

‘‘From reports presented by the Vice- 

roys and Governors it is satisfactory to 
flearn that there is not a province with- 
fout its normal schools, with students 
ranging from 300 to 1,000. In this 
manner the Imperial Government hopes 
to have an adequate supply of properly 
trained teachers for the primary schools 
within a reasonable period. Another 
great obstacle in the way of the new 
educaticn is the absence of suitable text- 
books. Througn the enterprise and far- 
sichtedness of publishing houses and the 
public spirit and energy of private indi- 
|viduals this deficiency is being rapidly 
| supplied. 

‘ in this connection I venture to sug- 
gest that American publishing houses 
undertake the preparation of a series of 
' school books in English for the Chinese 
| market.” 
|. Mr. Wu _ then told of the reforms look- 
ing toward the extension of} the postal’ 

and telegraph systems, the fostering of 
domestic and foreign trade, and the pro- 
tection of Chinese subjects abroad, the 
simplification of social ceremony, “‘ and @

;tend to strengthen and enrich our coune-: 
try.” "

For Two Months Committees 
Have Been Investigating In- 
dustrial Plants and Hotels, 


THEY WILL URGE REFORMS 


To Meet in Washington on Monday 
and Make a Report on What 
They Have Discovered. 


With every precaution taken to prevent 
undue and obstructive publicity, six sub- 
committees of the New York section of 
the National Woman's Committee, under 


two general Chairmen, Mrs. J. Borden 
Harriman and Mrs. Julia K. West, have 
been working for two months for the 
improvement of the conditions under 
which tens of thousands in private and 
Government concerns in New York City 
earn their daily bread. The committees 
have pushed their investigations vigor- 
ously and rapidly, but quietly. 

The Chairman of the central organiza- 
tion for this city, Mrs. Archibal Alex- 
ander, will make the first statement of 
the work, how it has been carried on, and 
what has been attempted or accomplished, 
next Monday morene at a meeting at 
the New Willard in Washington, called 
for the purpose of forming a National 
organization, an auxiliary of the Na- 
tional Civic Federation. 

The New York Woman's Committee, 
organized at the Colony Club on Friday, 
March 6, lost no time getting to work. 
Mrs. Alexander, Chairman, appointed two 
general working committees, the first on 
the Needs of Workers in Specific Trades 
with Mrs. Harriman as Chairman, an 
the other on Welfare Work for Govern- 
ment Employes, with Mrs. Julia K. West 
as Chairman. These committees sub- 
divided themselves into six bodies for 
assigned work. 

A member of the National Civic Federa- 
tion said yesterday that he thought a

He had 
every one laughing so hard here that 
there was no business. I asked him to 
stop for a few minutes, and as he did 
not heed my request I got angry and 
put him out. He immediately turned in 
a fire alarm on the corner, and had the 
fire company here in no time. But he 
was not arrested. No; every one was 
too fond of him for that. 

‘“‘On another occasion he made a wager 
that he could say 10,000 words in five 
minutes, and he carried out this test in 
the Orpheum Theatre, then on Second 
Avenue. He is married, and his wife, 
I believe, is living in Berlin.’

Of recent years there has grown up the 
custom of presenting gifts to District Depu- 
ty Grand Masters on the occasion of their 
official visits to lodges and for the perform- 
ance of official acts. This should not be 
confounded with the legitimate reimburse- 
ment of District Deputy Grahd Masters for 
necessary expenses as provided by the Con- 
stitution, nor with the presentation to a 
newly appointed District Deputy Grand 
Master by his own lodge of an apron and 
jewel of office. 

It is the promiscuous presentation of 
gifts to which reference is made, This 
practice has, during the last four years, 
been frowned upon by most of the District 
Deputy Grand Masters, who have refused 
to permit presentations to be made to them. 
To some extent, nevertheless, it is still fol- 
lowed, and cannot be too strongly con- 
demned. To such lengths has this practice 
been carried as to become a matter. of com- 
mon knowledge and comment, to the scandal 
and disgrace of the fraternity, and a cause 
for deep sorrow to those having at heart the 
g00d name and honor of the craft. 

It is wrong in principle, vicious in prac- 
tice, and demoralizing in its results. For 
a District Deputy.Grand Master to receive 
emolument for the performance of his offi- 
cial duty is grossly improper and in the 
highest degree unmasonic, It engenders 
hypocrisy among lodge members and in the 
District Deputy Grand Masters. The pres- 
entation by a lodge of an article of value 
‘as a token of love and esteem’ on the 
part of the members of a lodge, very many 
of whom have, perhaps, until then not even 
seen the District Deputy, and for him to 
receive it under such circumstances, ia 
hypocritical in the extreme, and in contra- 
vention of one of the principal tenets of our 
profession. 

This custom is the 
rivairy among lodges, 


cause of an unworthy 
each striving to excel 
the others in the costliness and ostentation 
of the gifts It bears with hardship upon 
the financial resources of many members, 
and upon the treasuries of thé lodges, 
whose funds, thus used for improper pur- 
poses,: are consequently § diverted from 
worthy object» for which money might 
otherwise be appropriated. 

It is demoraliz.ng as inevitably resulting 
in a lowering of che moral tone of all con- 
cerned therein, and a blunting of that fine 
sense of honor which it is one of the great 
aims of Masonic teachings to foster in 
the brethren The tendency is_ steadily 
downward. From the unsolicited receipt 
of a gift it is but a step to the sending 
to the lodge by a District Deputy of what 
niight be termed ‘advance agents,’ who 
inform the lodges what particular form of 
gift is desired by the District Deputy, and 
which on the night of his official visit he 
receives with many hypocritical expressions 
of surprise. 

As an example of the development of 
graft in Masonic circles, Mr. Scudder 
} | cited the ‘“‘short but eventful career of 
{| Triumph Lodge, U. D.," which, he said, 


{had .* been completely interwoven with 
| this graft system,” adding, “I have re- 
fused to continue. its dispensation be- 
cause the establishment of this lodge was 
rooted and grounded in corruption.’ 

Mr. Scudder also deprecated the prac- 
tice of delegating to an elected proxy the 
representation of a fodge in the Grand 
Lodge. He said that a provision of the 
constitution providing for the election of 
a proxy when neitner the Master nor 
Wardens of a lodge could represent that 
lodge in the communication of the Grand 
Lodge ‘‘ has been availed of by brethren 
with political proclivities and talents to 
endeavor to secure a seat on the floor of 
the Grand Lodge to the exclusion of the 
Master and Wardens. ut

< Fancy Price Movements. 


Price movements in the market are 
sometimes obviously mechanical, and in- 
dicate that, for the moment at least, 
there is no opposition to any particular 
trend, or that prices are being moved 
about with an ultimate purpose directly 
contrary to what would be indicated by 
the fluctuations. This may or may not be 
professional! doing, but it is always cred- 
ited to these operators or to. the work 
of pools in some particular stock. Yes- 
terday afternoon Union Pacific was sell- 
ing at 137%, with the market extremely 
dull. With no accession of activity and 
with limited trading the stock dropped 
almost a full point, to 136%, attracting 
the attention of every “trader who was 
watching the tape. Ordinarily the bear 
on Union Pacific would have regarded this 
as extremely favorable, but the general 
comment was that the stock appeared 
simply to be marked down. This opinion 
was apparently verified when the stock 
turned, and with just as much ease, but 
with greater activity and impressiveness, 
rallied 1144 points, to 138%. The incident 
was the most interesting in the day's 
doings in that stock, but its special sig- 
nificance remains to be analyzed by those 
who try to find logic in price fluctuations.

Bond Market Vagaries. 

Brokers are asked daily if there is any 
improvement in the bond market, and 
most of them are tnable to answer the 
question from their own knowledge of 
conditions. One such broker who has been 
calling up this bond man or that every 
time a customer asked him for informa- 
tion ‘concerning the bond outlook, took it 
into his head to spend an hour at the 
telephone yesterday and talk with every 
bond man, dealer, or trader he knew, 80 
as to get what he termed “the consen- 
sus.” Each bond man with whom he 
talked gave his opinion, but when it came 
time to collate and digest the various 
opinions the stock broker found that in- 
stead of being helped in his search for 
definite knowledge with regard to the 
bond business he was just as much at sea 
as ever. Some said business was good 
and the outlook bright, others asserted 
that it was dull, with no indications of 
any general movement in prices. This is 
what he told his customers: ‘“‘ The bond 
outlook is mixed, and so are the brokers. 
Make your own deductions.” 

*,* 
Money and the Brokers. 

One of the best-known money brokers 
in the financial district said yesterday 
that there appeared to be a little more 
inquiry for mopey and an increasing 
tendency toward firmness, but that 
neither fact was sufficiently emphasized 
at the moment to have a special influence 
in determining the general outlook from 
the point of view of time money. He 
gave it as his opinion that brokers had 
not yet arrived at a point where they 
believed that they would need a com- 
paratively large amount of time money, 
and this indicated to his mind two things: 
First, that a big business in stocks was 
not expected by them; second, that they 
did not believe there would be any ap- 
preciable advance in call funds for some 
time. A member of an important house 
which does a large out-of-town business 
eaid in answer to a query about his time- 
money commitments that he did not be- 
Heve that they were carrying more than 
30 per cent. of their normal amount of 
time money. He added that he did not 
know whether they were in the same 
position as other houses, but in weigh- 
ing the various factors they decided that 
they would have an opportunity of get- 
ting all the time money they needed if 
the necessity arose or the outlook ap- 
peared to warrant it. The qualifying in- 
fluence ‘in their attitude toward the 
money market was the absence of public 
interest.

Where the house is bearish, the 
crop indications are accepted as being 
only of immediate importance, and the 
fact is not overlooked that it is a long

There was no noticeable atmosphere of 
depression in the Vesey Street Salesroom 
yesterday. Joseph P. Day sold the 246

RECTOR OF TRINITY 


Keys of All the Parish Churches 
Put in His Hands by 
the Wardens. 


FIRST TIME IN 46 YEARS 


Picturesque Ceremony in Trinity Parish 
—Sexton of Chapel of St. Cornelius . 
the Centurion in Military Uniform. 


With a brief ceremony accompanying 
the formal handing over to his charge 
of the keys of all the churches of Trinity 
Parish, the Rev. Dr. W. T. Manning er- 
tered yesterday afternoon formajly on 
the duties so long performed by the late 
Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix. 

From the nine- daughter churches of 
Old Trinity—St. Paul's, St. John’s, Trini- 
ty Chapel, St. Agnes’s, St. Augustine’s, 
St. Chrysostom’s, St. Luke's, the Chapel 
of St. Cornelius the Centurion, and the 
Chapel of the Intercession—came the sex- 
tons with their keys, and these, together 
with the ‘keys of Old Trinity itself, were 
solemnly handed Dr. Manning by the 
Church Wardens in Trinity Churchyard 
outside the west door. 

The sextons wore their long black 
gowns, but the custodian of the Chapel 
of Cornelius the Centurion. particularly 
attracted the attention of the crowd 
which gathered in Broadway. This 
church is on Governors Island, and its 
sexton is a soldier of the Twelfth In- 
fantry. He served in the Philippines and 


wore on his uniform the medal for that 
campaign as well as several marksman’s 
badges. 

The sextons, two by two, each carrying 
his key, Ied the procession at exactly 2 
o'clock out of the south door of the 
church. Behind them came the Church 
Wardens, Col. William Jay and E. D. 
Randolph, and after them Dr, Manning 
in full canonicals. The twenty Vestry- 
men closed the procession. They marched 
to the great west door, which was locked. 

Col. Jay and Dr. Manning made their 
way to it, and the Church Warden then 
produced an address and read it to the 
new rector. Then he collected the keys 
from the sextons and formally intrusted 
them on behalf of the Vestry to Dr. 
Manning's keeping. He put the key cf 
Trinity in the lock and tried to turn it. 
It worked badly, and Dr. Manning had to 
come to the Warden's aid. The door 
swung open, and Dr. Manning stood on 
the threshold, the duly installed rector 
of the parish. 

He held in his hands the keys of all the 
churches over which he is to have juris- 
diction as he briefly acknowledged Col. 
Jay's address. Then he. called the roll 


of the sextons and gave Back to each his 


ey. 

The brief ceremony over, the procession 
was reformed and marched up the nave 
to the altar. Here a short service was 
held, asking the blessing of Heaven upon 
the new rector and his work. 

The last time the ceremony of instal- 
lation was performed was forty-six years 
ago, when the Rey. Dr. Morgan Dix was 
appointed, There were, however, in 1862 
only four churches in the parish the keys 
of which were given into Dr. Dix’s care. 
These were Trinity itself, St. Paul's, 
Trinity Chapel, and St. John’s. The other 
six churches have been bullt since.

HOPE DIAMOND IS SOLD. 


Sultan Said to Have Paid $400,000 for 
Famous Gem. 


PARIS, May 5.—The famous Hope 4dia- 
mond, latterly owned by the Joseph 
Yrankel’s Sons Company of New York, 


has been sold here, it is reported, for 
$400,000. It is believed to have been 
bought for the Sultan of Turkey. 


The stone is a sapphire blue diamond, 
welghing 44% carats, and it is named in 
all the lists of famous gems, It was first 
bought by a London banker, Henry Thom- 
as Hope, for $90,000. A larger stone of 
the same color was once in the list of fa- 
|mous gems. It was known as the Tav- 
ernier diamond. This stone weighed 
112 3-16 carats before it was cut and over 
67 carats when cut. It was stolen, and it 
is believed that it was cut up and dis- 
posed of in smaller gems. 

The report from Paris that the Hope 
diamond sold for $400,000 is considered 
by experts to be exaggerated. H is said 
that the Frankel firm considered $250,000 
a fair bidding price for it.

EPISCOPAL SPLIT 
OVER OPEN PULPIT 


Adoption of Canon 19 Threatens 
to Bring About Many Defec- 


tions from the Faith. 


SOUNDING THE CATHOLICS 


High Church Clergymen Who Oppose 


New Rule Would Like Roman Ban 
on Married-Priests Removed. 


In spite of the fact that certain Epis- 
copal clergymen in Philadelphia and else- 
where are in rebellion against their 
Church because of the recent adoption of 
the “open pulpit’’ canon at ths Rich- 
mond Convention, it is not at all IMkely 
that they will be received in the Roman 
Catholic Church as priests, according to 
prelates of that institution. Bisho» Co- 
adjutor Greer of the Episcopal Church 
finds that there {is much misunderstand- 
ing about the meaning of this canon. 

“Canon 19," he said yesterday, “ sim- 
ply gives permission to any Christian man 
not a minister of this Church, when duly 
authorized and licensed by the Bishop, 
to make addresses on special occasions; 
so that to speak of the ‘open pulpit’ 
under this canon iy a misnomer,” 

Nevertheless strong feeling exists in 
certain quarters,. especially with the Rev. 
Dr, William McGarvey of St. Elizabeth's 
Church in Philadelphia and the Rev. 
James Paul Francis of Grayfriars in this 
city. The latter wants the Pope to es- 
tablish a new order of priests in America, 
giving them the right to marry, in order 
that certain of the dissenting Episcopal 
clergymen who are already married may 
join the Roman Church. He has been ne- 
gotiating to this end with Mgr. Falconio, 
the Apostolic Delegate, through several 
Catholic priests in New York. 

“It is not likely that the Pope will 
grant the request of this clergyman,” 
said Mgr. McCready of the Church 
of the Holy Cross in Forty-second Street 
last night. ‘‘ There is, however, tho prec- 
edent of the Uniat Church in the Hast. 
The priests who established this branch 
of the Catholic faith originally brake 
away from Rome and married. Eventual- 
ly they were taken back, and since then 
they have always reserved the right to 
marry. Each priest in this Church mar- 
ries before he takes Holy Orders. 

“‘ However, it is not likely that the Pope 
will grant the request of these few men, 
There is no objettion to an Episcopal 
clergyman becoming a Catholic priest if 
he has the qualifications and is unmar- 
ried. The Rev. James Paul Francis pub- 
lishes a magazine which might almost be 
published by a Catholic priest. He is very 
far- away already from the Episcopal 
faith.” 

The Rev. Dr. William ty 7 and 
his three assistants, the Revs. Fey > 
Cowl, W. L. Hayward, and William H. 
McClellan, have already resigned fromtheir 
places in St. Elizabeth’s Church in Phila- 
delphia, and it is said that they will un- 
doubtedly embrace the Roman Catholic 
faith. Dr. McGarvey has decided to give 
next Sunday a full explanation of what 
he intends to do. 


LUTHERAN BISHOP ARRIVES. 


He Brings a Letter from King Haakon 
to President Roosevelt. 


Bringing with him a personal letter or 
introduction from King Haakon of Nor- 
way to President Roosevelt, Bishop An- 
ton Christian Bang, Primate of the 
Lutheran Chureh in Norway, arrived 
here yesterday on the Hellig Olav of 
the Scandinavian Line, to represent his 
country at a festival to be held in Minne- 


apolis in celebration of the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of the birth of Hen- 
rik Wergeland, the national Norwegian 
oet. 

Pro mark the occasion Bishop Bang, as 
the representative of a number of promi- 
nent men and women in Norway, has 
brought over with him a bronze statue of 
the poet by the Norwegian sculptor Vieg- 
land. The statue is to be presented to 
the Normanna Society of Minneapolis on 
May 17. The Bishop is a man of striking 
figure, but speaks no English. He was 
met down the bay by a delegation of his 
countrymen. Through an interpreter he 
said he was going on to Washington, there 
to present his letter to the President.

er, Victim of Mistaken Identity. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., May 5.—By a vote 
of 19 to 8 the Rhode Island Senate to- 
day pardoned James Brennan of Brook- 
lyn, N. ¥., who for the past nine years 
has been confined in the State Prison at 


Cranston. To-day’s vote followed a 
lengthy discussion during which Gov. 
James H. Higgins spoke favor of the 
pardon. 

Brennan was sentenced for complicity 
in a robbery at the Portsmouth car barns, 
It was believed at the time that he and 
a well-known criminal known as “‘ Mil- 
waukee Red" were the same person, but 
the recent inyestigation of Brennan’s ap- 
plication for clemency proved that he 
was not ‘ Milwaukee Red.” :
